NOTE: Regarding claim^TO, the Applicant asserts that Nolan does not teach the extraction of keywords from the 
bociy of a document (p.5,L24-28). The Applicant is directed towards a newly added limitation, which requires new search and/or 
consideration. 

Regarding claims 3-7, the Applicant notes that Nolan does not teach the display attribute information at a corresponding node 
(p.7,L1 1-18). The Examiner disagrees, because Nolan teaches the display of a document tree with attribute information corresponding t 
that node (c.1 1 .L43-67, fig.9). 

Regarding claims 8-18, the Applicant asserts that the prior art of record does not teach the extraction of keywords from the body of a 
document (p.8,L.6-19). The Applicant is directed towards a newly added limitation, which requires new search and/or consideration. 

Regarding claims 19-29, the Applicant submits that the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the use of display indexes to 
switch the views (p.12,L.23-128. The Examiner disagrees with this submission, because Nolan teaches the use of an index-document 
tree--for enabling a user to switch the views in a computer display (c.2,L.30-67, and fig.9-10). 

Claims 30-31 are rejected at least for the same reasons expressed above. 
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
